Q You stated yesterday that you heard about the ease Sagan for the 
first time aftor the event had tekon place, Do you maintain that positbn?

I think that was in the town of Kiel or Stottin, anc I 
uncerstand that two Criminal Police officiels also lost their lives, That is

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bombing were mentioned, but a camouflage of tho whole affair was not 


discussed in our office, What wo did discuss, what wos dono, was that on

Q, Are „ou trying to say that the statement according to 
which these fliers had lost their lives by bombs, or been shot 
whilst escaping, that that did not originate from you? 

^ No, vertainly not; it did not originate from me, 

& With reference to the church policy of Department IV, 
prosccution is accusing you of the following: So-called bible 
scientists, or Jeaovahts Witsesses, had often been sentenced to 
death only because they, on the strength of their inner convic- 
tions, refused to serve in the war. My question to you is tnis: 
Do you know of this state of affairs, and in wnat manner did you 
participate in that question? 

A Under German law there was @ basis for proceedings 
against these Jehovah's Witnesses, That is, uncer the law any 
one could be penalized with detention or death who was interfer- 
ing with German armed Strength by refusing to serve in the forces, 
According to this law, military, as well as Civilian Courts, did 
pronounce the death sentence as to these Jehovah's Witnesses, 
However, the death sentences did not appear through the channels 
of the Secret State Police, 

in this connection undue harshness against people with 
& Strong belief, such as members of Jehovah's Witnesses, was often 
ment ioned, 

I approached the Party Chancellery and the Ministry of 
Justice, and Himmler ana Hitler, and pointed the facts out to 
them, and during several conferences with Thierack I have 
demanded that this type of handling under tne law Should cease, 
AS a result, two tnings were done immediately. On the occasion 
the first conference, after Thierack nad made an inquiry at 
Bormann's office, and Hitler, whom he evidently did not See, a 
directive was issued to the public prosecutor's office stating 
that sentences which had already been Pronounced were to be can- 
celed, 


During a further conference another Step could have taken 
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place, which was that the public prosecutors were given instruc- 
tions to no longer pronounce the death sentence. 

The third step was that Jehovah's Witnesses were no longer 
brought bcfore the court, 

I consider it a definite success of my personally mention- 
ing this to Thicraok--which later had been discussed with 
Hitler--that this type of hendling of the law was completely 
done away with.

detainees. I suggested that their release should also be carried out and

the police and that Heycrichts income fr m him office was more than thirty 
thowsand marks, not because he was paid for a higher rank but in recognition 
of the fact that he had a completely different position than I cid and a 


comparison is completely out of the questione 
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i Now, my next question. Is it correct that Himmler was frightened 
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of Heydrich and this because Heydrich had been given too much authority 


and that for that reason he thought that by calling on you he had found the 


very man who to him, Himmler, would be no lcnger in danger et all? In this 


connection the Frosecution have drawn a parallel between you and Heydrich, 


and, as I just said, have described you as the second Heydrich. 
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A The relationship between Himmler and Heydrich can be 
characterized as follows: Heydrich was by far the more intelligent 
of the two. He was--

BY DR. KAUFFMANN:

A He never wanted to give executive powers as Heydrich 
had in his hands; he never wanted to lose such powers ever again, 
The moment Heydrich was dead, Himmler took over the entire depart- 
ment ond never gave the executive powers away after that. On one 
occasion he had the experience as to how dungerous the Chief of 
the Security Police can become in the person of Heydrich. He 
wasn't going to run that risk a sccond time. 

Q In other words, what you want to say is that after 
Heydrich died, Himmler retained the executive powers in his hands? 

A S, 

Q Now, another question. You had stated yesterday that 
the conception of the so-called "final solution" didn't reach 
you until afterwards. In effect, instructions from Himuler to 
Heydrich and to Eichmann are avuilable as early as 1941 or '42, 
IS it true that you frequently met Himmler and you were a friend 
of Himmler's? 

A It is utterly wrong to construct a relationship between 
Himmler and myself and call it friendship. Just like every other 
official, I found that his attitude anda treatment toward me was 
cool.

Bergkristall and only one entrance was to be left Open.” 

A ir. Prosecutor, I haventt yət found the passage. 

Q It's in the middle of page 2. Do you have it? 

A Yes, sir. 

2 "Then this entrance was to ba blown up by the use of 
explosives and the death of the prisoners was to be effected in 
this manner. I refused to carry out this order. This matter 
was the extermination of the prisoners of the so-called mother 
camp, Mauthausen, and of the camps Gusen I and Gusen II. Details 
of this are known to Herr Wolfram and SS Oberstrurmfuehrer 
Echermann. 

"A gassing plant was built in Concentration Camp Mauthauser 
by order of the former garrison doctor, Dr. Krebsbach, camouflaged 
aS a bathroom. Prisoners were gassed in this camouflaged bathroom. 
Apart from that a Specially built automobile commuted between 
Mauthausen and-Gusen, in which prisoners were gassed while traveling 
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Tho idea 25 Metti PEU ox or this Katie lo nan D. Vasickits, 
SS Untersturmfuehrer and Pharmacist. I, myself, never put any gas 
into this automobile; I only drove it, but I knew that prisoners wer 
being gassed. The gassing of the prisoners was done on the urging 
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oi SS Esuptsturmfuehrer Dr. Krebsbach. 
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"Everything that we carried gut was ordered by the 
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Reich Security Main Office, furthormore, by SS Obergruppenfuehrer 
.uoller or Dr. Kaltenbrunner, the latter being Chicf of the Security 
Police." 

Then, passing on to page 5, just below the center of the 
page, the paragraph commencing "In early summer of 1943. Do you 
have the place? 

A CS. 

Q "In early summer of 1943, SS Obcrgrupnenfuchrer Dr. 
Kaltcnbrunnor visited the Concentration Camp Mauthausen. The Camp 
Commandant Zicrcis, Gaulciter Eigrubor, first loador of the Protooi 
tive Custody camp Baehmcycr and sovoral others accompanicd Kalton- 
brunnor. I saw Dr; Kaltenbrunner and the pooplo who accompanied 
hin with my own eyes. According to the testimony of tho "Corpse 
Cerricrs' of that timo, tho former prisoners Albert Ticfenbachor, "= 
whose affidavit has boon read--"presont address Salzburg; 

Johann Polster, present address Pottondorf near ioner Nous adt, 
Austria; about fifteen prisoners of tho arrest class wore sclectcd 
by Untorscharfuohror iinklor, in order to show Dr, Kaltcenbrunnor 
three ways of oxtormination, by a shot in tho nock, hanging, and 
gassing. Women whose hair had been cut wore among tho exccutcd 
and they were killed by shots in tho neck.  Abovo-mountionod 
"Corpse Carriers’ wore pros at the cxecution and had to carry 
the corpses to the Cromatoriun. Dr, Kaltonbrunnor wont to the 
Crematorium after tho oxceution and lator wont into the quarry 

"Baldur von Schirach visited tho camp in fall of 1944. 
Ho, too, went to tho arros building and also to thc Crematoriu. it 

Do you still say that you had nothing to do with the ordo 
reforred to or tho matters sut forth in tho affidavit? 

À I stato thet vith all tho onphasis possible, and I want 
to draw your attontion to tho fact that you, Mr. Prosocutor, have 
stated that this statonont was tekon when Zicreis was on his death 
bed, but you do not say Something which has boon read fron page 7

Q Well, perhaps, Defendant, if you were conducting tho Prosecution, 
you would do it differently; but, in any event, your testimony is that overy- 
thing in that affidavit which was read to you is false; is that correct? 

À It is false. I have never given an order,to:tha Camp "iauthausen; > 
with the oxception of-that one order, which I was entitled to do onnthe 
strength of special powers, and for the contents of which and its transmis- 
sion I can offer sufficient evidence, iiauthauson was never under ny juridice 
tion in any othor way, and I could not give any such orders, The Prosecution 
know perfectly voll, and must find in proved by dozens of witnoss'statononts 
that there was never another olati g orders to lauthauser 

THE PRESIDENT: Defendant, you do not seem to understand what this do- 
cuncnt is, It is an affidavit of Hans iinrsalck; and paragraphe shows the fact 
that he made the interrogation of Ziorcis, who was about to dic, in the pre- 
sence of the Cormander of an Armored Division, and he then sets out wha 
Zicreis said, and thon he goes on to declare, in addition, what is contained 
in paragraph 3; and it is perfectly obvious to tho Tribunal that what is 
said in paragraph 3 is not what Zoirois said, but what larsalek said, the pe:

"'Effective inmediately I forbid any liquidation of Jews and order 
that, on tne contrary, hospital care should be given to weak and sick persons, 
( hold you (and here Kaltenbrumer and Pohl were meant) personally responsible 
if this order should not be strictly achered to by lower echelons,! 

"I personally took Pchl's copy to him at his office in Berlin and left 
the ccpy for Kaltenbrunner at his office in Berlin, 

"In my opinion Kaltenbrunner and Pohl bear the full responsibility 
after tris date for any further killings of Jewish prisoners, 

"lühen visiting the concentration Kamp Mauthausen on 27 April 1945 
at 9:00 a.m. I was told under the seal of strictest Secrecy by the commandant 
in the camp, SS Colonel Ziereis, that 'Kaltenbrunner gave me the order that 
at least a thousand persons have still to die at Mauthausen each day,! 

"The facts mentioned above are true. This declaration is made by me 
voluntarily and without coercion, I read through them, signed them, and 

confirmed the statement with my oath," 

Is that true or false, Defendant? 

A In part it is correct and in part it isn't. I shall explain it

Secondly, it is clear to me that Himmler gave such an order to Pohl 
as the responsible person for concentration camps, anc that he has given the 
information to me as the person who was Himmler's opponent in this case, and 
that is this man Kaltenbrunner. As far as Becher is concerned, T should like 
to go into that a little more, 

Himnler has done the Worst things in connection with this man Becher 
which eculd Possibly be done under the circumstances, It is through Becher 
and the J-int Committee in Hungary and Switzerland that he first of all 
exchanged for raw materials foreign currency anc other zoods he received from 
Jews. I heard about this through the intelli ence service and imnediately 
attempted to st p this -- nct with Himmler, because I would have failed, but 
with Hitler. it that moment any personal credit Himmler micht have had with 
Hitler might have been undermined, and this action damaged the reputation of 
the Reich abroad in the most sericus possible manner,

This order was an attempt to Camouflage and was his attempt to get

and be told about it because ctherwise he would continually talk to Hitler 
about it every day. That is the content of that document. 

Please, Mr. Prosecutor, if this witness Becher is in Nurnberg will
